APPLICA TION means Form $0-300, Application for Payment, 1942 Virgin 
Island Sugarcane Program and Form SC-300, Supplement 1, Continuation 
Sheet for Section VI of Application for Payment, 


FORM L-P-1 and L-i-~2 mean Virgin Island sugarcane wage claim forms. 


ACP-16 means Instructions on Signatures and Authorizations, in connece 
tion with the execution of applications for payment, or related papers 
under the ss Aes sane ural Conservation Program. 


FARM means 2 al land which is farmed by a produceer, or group of pro- 
ducers, as a single farming unit, with cropping practices, workstock, 
equipment, labor and management substantially seperate from that of 
any other such unit. : 


PRODUCER means any person who wes the legal owner, at the time of 
hoarvest-or abandonment, of a portion or all of the sugarcane covered 
by the application, 


OPERATOR means the producer who operates the farm covered by the 
application, or the legal representative of such producer, 


LABORER means any person who wos employed on the farm covered by the 
application in the production, cultivation or harvesting of the 1942 
eae? of sugarcane, 


Il = GENERAL 

The application must cover. all land which is farmed by > producer or 
group of producers, as a single farming unit, vith cropping practices, 
workstock, equipment, lawor and management substantially separate from 
that of any other such unit. Substantial separateness is to be deter- 
mined in accordance with standards set forth in letter to Mr.J.Bernard 
Frisbie, Officer in Gherge of the Agricultural Adjustment Agency.

rates’ not less than the "fair end reasonable" rate established 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 


&. That any producer on the farm wno-was directly or indirectly 
& processor of sugarcane during the 1942 crop sesson paid 
or contracted to pay for all of the sugarcane of such crop 
grown by other producers and processed by him at rates not 
less than those determined by the Secretary of Agriculture

If any »roducer desires to name a peneficiary, the name of the desige 
nated beneficiary and his mail or "barrio" address saonld ve entered 
in the sprces provided to ' the left. of tre producer's singnature, 


If there sre more than three producers on the farm, a continuetion 
sheet shell be used. Hach continuation sheet must be properly identi- 
fied by the code number for the district and mill, and the serial 
number of the applicetion. 


If any interested person who otherwise would share in the payment with 
respect to the ferm refuses to sign the application, a statement by 
such person setting forth his reason for refusin=g to sign should be 
attacned-to the applicetion. If such statement cannot be obtained, 
there should be attached to the application a statement signed by the 
representative of the Agricultural Adjustment Agency in Sen Juan, 

Puerto Rico, indicating the reason for such refusal. and the efforts 
which have been made to secure the signature of such producer, If, 

for any other reason the signature of any interested party who. otherwise 
would share in the payment cannot be obtaincd, a statement of the reason 
for the failure of such person to sign must be written in the line where 
he would nave signed and initialed by the representative of the 

A gricultural Adjustment Agency, 

The retulations set forth in ACP-16 are to be followed with respect to 
authorizations and signatures of applicants on the application, However, 
inasmuch as a reteiver or liquidator is not eligible to receive payments 
under the Suzar Act of 1937, es amended, subsections 2B and 2B (5) of 
Section C of such regulations should be disregarded. In the case of
